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“Human nature is not interesting any longer and so it might just 

as well stop being human nature any longer" said Gertrude Stein in 
The Geographical History of America and in the same book Gertrude 
Stein said that "Human nature is what any human being will do. And 
the human mind. Tears come into my eyes when I say the human mind." 
Words and where do they come from and for whom does one write and 
words and word forms are created by the human mind and if the 

human mind were not a reality mankind and womankind would have to 
rely on instinct and memory and instinct is biological memory and 
aesthetic forms would not exist and all the forms on the planet 
would be natural. Human nature and aesthetic appreciation can 

not take place unless one utilizes the human mind because aesthetic 
forms are meaningless to human nature because aesthetic forms are 
un-natural. And so identity-bound homosapiens and pigs have then 
the same reaction to Petrarch. "But the human mind can write and 
so cannot any dog and so human writing is not human nature LG, as 
the human mind" said Gertrude Stein and j'édite done je suis et je 
suis done j'édite.

Similarly, the word forms created by those who were not in- 
artistic in the past are meaningful to them that is to say to 
those who are not identity bound and are forever inaccessible to 
those who are self-ish. Words and they come from the human mind 
and word forms are created by the human mind and they are addressed 
to the human mind and from 1869-1872 Rimbaud created word forms.
